The Police Board, after a hearing 
| today on the application of former 
Capt. William Hess for’ reinstate- 
ment on the force, voted to re- 
instate him with the rank of patrol- 
man if he so desires. The three 
members of the board who heard 
the case announced that it was their 
unanimous opinion that Hess ° was 
“framed” his trial 
predecessors in January, 
charges of immorality and unbecom- 
ine conduct, which resulted in his 
removal, and that a great injustice 
had been done him. 

President Miller of the board said 
to Hess after the hearing: “We are 
sorry that we could not fine out who 
was responsible for al) these charges 
being brought against you. Things 
of this character do more than any 
thing else to lower the morale of the 
Police Department. The board is 
confident that no man of your age 
or of your character, as it has been 
represented to us, could have been 
guiity of any of the misconduct thaj 
is charged to you.” He added that 
the members of the board were 
sorry they could not reinstate Hess 
as a Captain or Lieutenant, but that 
all such positions were filled at this 
time. 

Undecided as to Acceptance. 

Kiess said he had  ~*not decided 
whether he would accept reappoint- 
ment as a patrolman, and that his 
chief desire had been to obtain a 
Vindication.

BOASTFUL SLAYER 
BREAKS DOWN 
BEFORE HANGING 


Sam Cardinella, Leader of 
Chicago Gang of Robbers 
and Murderers, and Two 


Others Executed. 


30-DAY REPRIEVE 
FOR FOURTH MAN 


Cardinella Was Found Guilty | 
of Directing Killing of Sa- 
loon Keeper From His 
Pool Room.

CHICAGO, April 15.—Sam Cardi- 
nella, leader of a gang of thieves and 
murderers, and Joseph Costanzo and 
Salvatore Fererra, all convicted of 
niurder, were hanged here today. 


Cardinella broke down on learning 
that Antonio Lopez, who was to have 
been executed with him, had been 
reprieved last night by Gov.* Small. 

As Cardinella was carried to the 
scaffold his head swayed from side 
to side and his eyes were closed when 
the shroud was placed about him. He 
apparently was unconscious. A few 
minutes before, when the § Sheriff 
entered the death cell to read the 
death warrant, Cardinella fainted. 
Ierrera and Costanzo, however, dis- 
played little emotion and walked to 
the seaffold unassisted. 

When asked if they 
Ferrera mumbled 
in Italian, but his werds 
audible to spectators. 

Cardinella was convicted of direct- 
ing the murder of Andrew Bowman, 
a saloonkeeper, although he wae not 
present when Bowman was slialn. 

From his poolroom Cardinella is 
said to have directed crimes which 
included 20 murders and scores of 
robberies and shootings. One cf the 
band, Santo Urilando, was found two 
years ago in the d nage canal, his 
body ri dled with bullets. His place 
was said to have been taken by 
Nick Viana, a choir boy, who was 
hanged on his twenty-ninth birth- 
day, recently.

BRITAIN PAYS $25. 000, 000 
ON HER DEBT TO AMERICA 


Money Repreibate First Installment 
and Interest on $112,000.000 for 
Silver Purchased During War.

WASHINGTON, April  15.—Re- 
ceipt of $25,000,000 from the British 
Government as first installment of 
the debt of $122,000,000 for silver 
purchased during the war, was re- 
ported to the Treasury today by the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York. 
Payment was made through J. P. 
Morgan & Co., as fiscal agents. 

Of the amount paid today, $18,- 
000,000. represented a reduction of 
the principal and $7,000,000 interest 
1919. The next in- 
stallment falls due on May 15, when 
$12,000,000 in principal and $5,000,-

Japanese Ambassador Sars State- 
ment as to Treatment of For-

WASHINGTON, April 15-—Com- 
menting om the recent speech of Pre- 
mier Hughes before the Australian 
Parilament in which future rela- 
tions between Australia and Japan 
were discussed, as well as the ad- 
visability of renewing the Anglo-, 
Japanese alliance in its present form, 
Baron Shidehara, the Japanese Am- 
bassador here, said iast night that 
Premier Hughes’ reference to Japa- 
nese laws and practices concerning 
the treatment of foreigners “was at 
least misleading.’ 

The Ambassador said that aliens 
“are freely permitted to hold land tn 
Japan for any length of time, under 
the title of ‘superficies,’ which for, 
all practical purposes, is just as good 
as fee simple.’

REASON FOR AN AMNESTY. 

The Supreme Court has refused to review the cases 
of members of the I. W. W. who were found guilty 
of trying to obstruct the Government's war activities. 
No other decision was possible if the defendants were 
given a fair trial, as the court assumes they were. 
Nothing now remains to prevent the carrying out of 
the trial court's sentences excepting intervention by 
the President. 

All this is according to the letter of laws enacted 
to meet the extraordinary conditions of war. Those 


in order. And even pending their repeal it ts a 
question whether justice and public policy cannot 
better be served by a lenient attitude towards offend- 
ers whose offending was an expression of opinion 
than by a literal execution of such laws. 


The right of opinion and speech, suspended under |, 
the exigency of war, is @ sacred right that should } 


have been revitalized immediately the exigency had 
ended. A good many citizens, as remote from the 
sentiments and philosophy of the I. W. W.’s as it 
is possible to imagine, hare questioned the wisdom 
of such laws even as war measures. To those citizens | 
the extension of such laws into peace times and 
their enforcement in the third year of actual peace, is 
most objectionable. They construe such a posture 
as an evidence of the Government's weakness. The 
repeal of those laws and a proclamation of aninesty 
‘to all political offenders would be interpreted by 
them as a demonstration of democracy’s virility and 
self-confidence. 

The direct beneficiaries of such amnesty, it may 
be, would be wholly unappreciqtive. With certain 
leaders of the I. W. W., hatred of government’ is 
manifestly, a profession.

In the treaty with Afghanistan this principle is 
again stated in the clause declaring that “the high 
contracting parties agree upon the freedom of East- 
ern nations on the principle of independence and in 
accordance with the general wish of: each nation.” 
Afghanistan is to receive an annual subsidy of 1,000,- 
000 rubles in gold from Russia in place of the former |

PROLETARIAN CULTURE. 
LEO PASVOLSKY in the North American Re-

NE of the most interesting by-products of 

the Russian experiment in communism has 
been the rise of a movement for the création of & 
proletarian culture, The movement has taken 
the name of Proletkult, which is, obviously, @ 
contraction of the words “proletarian culture.”

At this conference & tem- 
porary International Bureau of the Proletkult 
was held and plans were laid for an activé dé 
velopment of the movement, the objects of whith 
were announced, as follows: The dissemination 
of the principles of the Proletkult; the organiaa- 
tion of the Proletkult movement in all countries.

of the Prolétkult. In the terms of this annduncé 
ment, the proletarian culture is regarded pri- 
marily as another weapon in the hands of thd 
proletariat for its class struggle against the bour- 
geoisie, in addition to the weapons herétefors 
used on a world-wide scale in the flelds of pollt- 
ical and économic activity. .

FOREIGN RELATIONS 
WHOLLY FOR PRESIDENT 

Before beginning a recital the 
relations existing between President 
Wilson and myself during the Paris 
conference, 1 wish to state. and to 
emphersize the statement, that I was 
never for a moment unmindful that 
the Constitution of the Untted States 
confides to the President the absslut« 
right of conducting the foreign rela- 
tions of the republic. and that it is 
the duty of a commissioner to follow 
the President's instructions in the 
negotiation of a treaty. Many Amer- 
icanse, some of whofh are national 
legisiators and solicitous about the 
Constitution, seer to have ignored or 
to have forgotten this delegation 
of exclusive authority. with the re- 
sult that they have condemned 
the President intemperate lam- 
guage for exercising this executive 
right. As to the wisdom of the way 
in which Mr. Wilson exercised it in 
directing the negotiations at Paris 
individual opinions may, differ, but 
as to the legality of his conduct there 
ought to be but one mind. From 
frst to last he acted entirely within 
his constitutional powers as Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

The duties of a diplomatic repre- 
sentative commissioned by the Pres- 
ident and given ful! pOwers to nego- 
tiate a treaty are, in addition to the 
formal carrving out of his instruc- 
tions, twofold, namely, to advise the 
President during the negotiation of 
his views as to the wise course to be 
adwpted. and to prevent the Presi- 
dent, in so far as possible. from 
taking any step in the proceedings 
which may impair the rights of his 
country or may be injurious to its 
interests. These duties, in my opin- 
ion, are equally imperative whether 
the President directs the negotia- 
tions through written instructions 
issuing from the White House or 
conducts them in person. For an 
American plenipotentiary to remain 
silent, and by his silence to give 
the impression that he approves a 
course of action which he in fact 
believes. to be wrong in principle or 
contrary to good policy, con@titutes 
a failure to perform his full duty to 
the President and to the country. It 
is hie duty to epeak, and to speak 
frankly and plainly. 

With thie conception of the obli- 
gations of a Commissioner to Nego- 
tiate Peace, obligations which were 
the more compelling in my case be- 
cause of my official nosition as Sec- 
retary of State, I felt incumbent 
upon me to offer advice to the Pres 
ident whenever it seemed necessary 
te me to consider the adoption of a 
line of action itn regard to the ne- 
gotiations, and particularly so when 
the indications were that the Pres!i- 
dent purposed to reach a decision 
which seemed to me unwise or im 
politic.

macy’; and, lastly, the admigsion of 
the Japanese claims mw possession of 
(erman treaty rights at Kiao-Chau 
and in the Province of Shantung 
Of these seven subjects of differ- 
ence the most important were those 
relating to the League of Nations and 
the covenant, though our opposite 
views as to Shantung were more gen- 
erally known and more frequently 
the subject of public comment. While 
chief consideration will be given to 
the differences regarding the league 
and the covenant, the record would 
be incoinplete if the other subjects 
were omitted. In fact, nearly all of 
these matters of difference are more 
or less interwoven and have a co)- 
lateral, if not a direct, bearing upon 
one another. They all contributed 
in affecting the attitude of President 
Wilson toward the advice that I felt 
it my duty to volunteer, an attitude 
which was increasing!y impatient of 
unsolicited criticism and suggeston 
and which vresulted at last in the 
correspondenoe of February. 1920. 
that ended with the acceptance of 
my resignation ag Secretary of State. 
The review of these subjects wil! 
be, eo far as it is possible, treated in 
chronoiogical order, because, as the 
matters of difference increased in 
number, they gave emphasis to the 
divergence of judgment which exist- 
ed between the President and myself. 
The effect was cumulative. and 
tended not only to widen the breach. 
but to make less and less possible a 
restoration of our former relations. 
]t was my personal desire to support 
the President's views concerning the 
negotiations at Paris; but. when in 
order to do so it became necessary 
te deny a settled conviction and to 
uppress a conception of the true 
principle or the wise policy to be 
followed. I could not do it and fee! 
that to give support under such con- 
Attions accorded with true lovalty to 
the President of the United States

There is the alternative possibility 
that Mr. Wilson was convinced that, 
after he had given a subject mature 
consideration and reached a decision, 
his judgment was right or at leas’ 
better tham that of any adviser. A 
conviction of this nature, if it exist- 
ed. would naturally have caused him 
to fee] impatient with anyone who 
attempted to controvert his decisions 
and would tend to make him believe 
that improper motives induced the 
opposition or criticism. This alter- 
native, which is based necessity 
on a presumption as to the tempera- 
ment of Mr. Wilson that an unpreju- 
diced and cautious student of per- 
sonality would hesitate to adopt, I 
mention only because there were 
many who believed ft to be the cor- 
rect explanation of his attitude.
